After the defeat of the rebel 
I host in front of Na*hville, orders were given to

frame upon a cot to obtain a tew hours sleep 
j The bead wa* heavy, and soon the weary- eves 
J were closed in a deep aiumber.

At the date of these order*, hogs had an es- 
tablished market price in Cincinnati, and that 
has become tit mer and higher since. That price 
being over eleven dollars per hundred at Cin- 
cinnati, enabled the dealers to pav ten dollars 
I*.r hundred in Fayette countv and the adjacent 
country, and that price varied in proportion to 
the distance frCmi Cincinnati, and the conse- 
quent increased or diminished cost of transpor- 
tation. At thi* price of ten dollars hogs could 
be freely sold, and sales were actually unde and 
the hogs driven to the railroad at that price, 
when they were stopped from transportation by 
those order*. There would therefore be no 
question or doubt that ten dollars per hundred 
gross was the fair market price of hogs at Lex- 
ington, and in pirqiortiou u*r -longer or shorter 
distances front the cities of Louisville and Cin- 
cinnati. Yet, with these unmistakable facts, 
ai d in utter falsification of the promise of the 
tair market value being paid, Maj. Symonds’s 
agents fixed eight dollars per hundred 
ns the Government price in Fayette 
county, and nine dollars per hundred 
in Louisville, and with variations for 
greater or less distances from Louisville The 
hundt'iH of one of these agents fixing these 
prices is copied below. There being no corn- 
luting purchaser permitted, the farmers were 
compelled to lose two dollars ]>er hundred, 
being from five to seven dollars on the hog. or 
go on lor an indefinite time feeding them with 
corn worth five dollars the barrel. The agents 
were also busy in circulating rumors, that if the 
hog* were not sold, but killed and cured by the 
owners, the product would be impress'd by the

Meanwhile the complaints of Kentucky 
reached the ears of the President. The hog

foulness of practice, wa* laid bare to him. His 
indignation at the plundering wrong was ex- 
pressed in the most unvarnished and unmistak- 
able English, and lie promised to *weep it clean 
from tbe Slate. Accordingly, on the 27th of 
Novem lier, an order of General Burbridge abol- 
ishes all previous orders and restrictions on the 
hog trade. Prices at once rose to their proper 
standard and have so remained ever since. 

It is said that only about sixty thousand were 
purchased by Major Symonds’s agents. The 
sum out of which the farmers were robbed on 
that number, could not be less than three hun- 
dred thousand dollars. The priccoffered bv the 
sole purchasers permitted in the market, being 
at least that amount below the fair market 
value. Has the Government reaped the advan- 
tage of that robben? It is not presumable that 
it did. The Government thanks no official for 
sw indling or plundering its citizens. The pre- 
sumption is that fhe plunder was shared by the 
Government officials and employes.

Having 
reached about the proper point, thev sunk a 
shaft some eight feet deep, when they mined 
toward the river — investigation proving they 
had gone neither deep enough, nor vet mined 
as far toward the river as was desirable. 

To their subterranean work they went again. 
This time tbe shaft was sunk some .ten feet 
deeper and a longer gallery cut toward the river. 
Five magazines, capable of holding six tons of 
powder in the aggregate, were now constructed, 
aud all was ready for the grand blow-out, which 
o ccur red at 4 o’clock to-day, with tbe results 
already announced. I have not stated that the 
centre dam was blown awav some time since, 
letting in the water sufficiently to All the canal 
When the feasibility of opening this ent was 
suggested, good engineers expressed a fear that 
tbe current would not leave it* natural channel.

Pat-kr— T i* subject 
of repealing the prohibitory tariff on foreign 
printing pnper is very justly attracting atten- 
tion from the press throughout the country . Oar 
Representatives in Con g res s at* required to act 
npon the subject, u it has been brought before 
them in that body. The New York Po6t comes 
to ns with an able and exhaustive article urg- 
ing the repeal of the tariff, and we commend it 
to tbe consideration of the Kentucky Repre- 
sentatives. The Post argues that the object of 
• tax laid by tbe Federal Government, in the 
present condition of tbe country, is to bring 
money into the treasury in order to defray the 
neceeearv public expenses. A tax laid for any 
other purj’ose, a tax which bring- nothing into 
thj Treasury, and tbe' only effect of which is to 
increase tbe pbblic burdens, by making some 
important and necessary- article of general con- 
sumption dearth simple a piece of wanton leg- 
islative cruelty . So far as it goes it is an act of 
despotic power, exercised by tbe Government 
at tbe expense of tbe community at large. 

The indirect tax laid by Congress on printing • 
paper is of this character. 1 wast'nnqnestiona- 
bly laid in the honest expectation that it would 
product some income to the Treasury. It 
brings in nothing. Una barren measure, ex- 
cept to the paper-maker*. It makes printing 
paper excessively, artificially, unnaturally dear, 
and that is all. No importer can bring print- 
ing paper into tbe market in tbe face of a duty 
of twenty per cent on the value of the commo- 
dity. payable in gold, and accordingly all com- 
1 etitioe is excluded. The owners of paper 
mills in this country, with this advantage over 
the consumer in their hand*, make their own i 
prices tor tbe paper, and defy the grumblers. 

It becomes tbe duty of Congress to interfere 
in this maucr. and protect the people against 
tbe paper -makers. The members now see that 
it operates as a prohibition upon importations, 
and makes the price of printing paper exorbi- 
tant. It is for them to act without delay, an- 
nulling a measure which has so disappointed 
their expectations, and by allowing which to 
remaia ia force, they make themselves accessory 
to an act of oppression. 

It will not be maintained that the exclusion 
of cheap printing paper from our market is de- 
manded by the public voice, or desired by the 
community in even the faintest degree. The 
mader of books, who find* them gmw’ng 
dearer and dearer, does not ask for it. The 
parent. who finds himself obliged to porch- <e • 
school books for bis cbldrcn, and is made to ; 
pay three times as much for them a® form- 
erly. would rejoice to be relieved from this in- 
convenience. The reader of newspaper; and 
periodicals, who is compelled to diminish tbe 
number of bis subscriptions to these publica- 
tions. does not desire that Congress should re- 
fuse to icpeal a measure which forces him 
unwillingly to this privation. On the contrary- 
all those classes, and they compromise tbe 
whole community , tbe entire nation, would 
thank Congress with one voice fob so reducing ' 
the duty as to make it productive to tbe Treas- 
ury, and at tbe same time vclicve them from 
tbe unnecessary drain which the duty on print- 
ing paper makes uj*on their mean-. 

It win not long since that the stomp doty on 
newspapers in Great Britain was repealed, in ! 
<'oB>idisn<x with the public clamor against it as 
a ‘tax upon knowledge.” The clamor was 
just; Uk stamp dotv wa%, in fact, an obstruc- 
tion to the spread of information: and tbe oh- , 
jections to it were urged with such force. 1 
real, and coustaccy, that tbe Government 
found itself obliged to give wav, and tbe ! 
duty was repealed. Tbe duty on printiag 
pejrer, under which tbe community suffers, 
i* infinitely more unjust and odious than a 
stamp duty on newspapers. It is not only a 
tax on knowledge, but a tax on education. It ! 
taxes what in Great Britain w« left free. It j 
tens not men tv the communication of news j 
and the discussion of public questions, but it 
exacts a tribute from tbe learner in bl* lender - 
cst years, and from tbe scholar and tbe min of 
ecieocc in bis highest researches. It levies an 
alms for the benefit of the pafier-makers upon 
tbe child learning bis alphabet. There is uot a | 
haudb.il (inrted on tbe corners of the streets 
which d<«s not pay tribute. 

Worn of all. this tribute does not go into the 
Treasury . Tbe stamp duty exacted in Great 
Britain war added to the public income went 
to rapport the Government, and to. pay 
tbe Interest of the national debt. Our dutv on 
printing | >aper adds nothing to tbe riches of tbe 
imbilt exchequer, but finds its way directly into 
the coffers of tie paper-makers. Much better 
would it be for tbe Government if it were a 
stamp duty . since ibec the original reason for 
imposing It would con linn c in force, and tbe in- 
crease which it would cause in the price ot 
printed matter would go directly into the na- 
tional treasure. 

As the to riff of duties on paper now stands, 
it is a cheat, a fraud upon the “Why 

are newspapers, pamphlets, and books, and 
everything printed, so much dearer than form- 
erly*” asked a patriotic customer of bis book- 
seller. ‘One reason of the high price,” the 
book -seller naturally answers, “is tbe duty 
of twenty per cent on imported priming 
paper, which must Ik* paid in gold, amount- 
ing. in fact, to more than forty per ceul ” 
“Oh. a duty im|>oscd by tbe Government to 
supply its own pressing needs, ” rejoins the cu 4 
teener. “Well, if the Government needs tbe 
monc' I will pay the difference cheeriu'ly." 
A little further inquiry would satisfy him that 
this high duty is retoioed in the tariff not to 
meet the need ot the Government, but to sat- 
isfy the greed of the paper-makers. Tbe tax. 
therefore, resolves itself into a deception. which, 
if Congress allow* it to continue, will be a dis- 
grace to our legislation.

Ho has driven Hood, broken 
and dispirited, from Tennessee, but there is 
work enough i>efore him still. The Tennessee 
river has become bis new base of operations, 
and thence be will doubtless move southward 
through Alabama and Mississippi. Selma, 
Montgomery, and Mobile lie before him. and 
their seizure will give him control Of tbe vast 
area betw een the Mississippi and tbe Savannah 
rivers. Alabama, of all tbe rebellious States, 
alone remains to have her Interior soil pressed 
by a Federal advance, and ere long her people, 
as those of Georgia, will look upon the invin- 
cible standard of the Union. Tbe march of 
Sherman through Georgia, novel and hazardous 
as the undertaking was deemed, met with no 
adequate military resistance — scarcely any, and 
we doubt that tbe people of Alabama will op- 
pose Thomas in greater force.

expedition sent tip the Roanoke river. The re- 
ports furnished by the rebel press prove to have 
been greatly exaggerated, and in many particu- 
lar* wholly untrue. The expedition did not 
meet with flatteriug success, yet it was not at- 
tended with the disaster that the Richmond pa- 
pers tried to make the public believe it wa®. 

It cnoounteri-fte many serious difficulties, and 
was forced to return without inflietiug any ma- 
terial damage to tbe Confederate cause. It was 
fir®t given out that six gunboats, at least, were 
destroyed. Had this req ■©reproved true we 
might well have regarded the injury sustained j 
by the expedition in the light of a disaster. 
Byt stub was not tbe case. It appears that the 
gunboat ^)t-cgo aud an armed transport, the 
Bazely, were blown up by a torjKxlo. which 
was tbe cbiei damage suffered by tbe fleet. The 
expedition left Plymouth, N. C., on the fltli of 
Decemlier, and proceeded np the Roanoke 
river. Tbe loss of the Otsego and Bazely oc- 
curred at Jamesville, ^twelve mile® above 
Plymouth. The rebels have employed much 
time and ingenuity in placing torpedoes in the 
river^ro as to render navigation daugcrou® aud 
uncertain. Tbe* dc-truction ot tbe two boats 
by the explosion of these devilish c< >ntrivances 
did not seriously affect the strength of embar- 
rass the opaations of the fleet. It warned the 
commander of the dangers he had to en- 
counter, aud taught him the importance 
of proceeding with greater yaation. The tor- 
pedoes were thick! v sown.* and many of them 
were taken up to allow the vessels to pass, thus 
rendering tLe progress of the fleet extremely 
slow. The boats caulionsly felt their way up 
the stream, until they reached Poplar 'Point, 
seventy-five miles from the place of starting. 
Here a formidable battery, manned by rebel 
gunners; and supported by a strung force of 
infantry, confronted them, and they were 
obliged to come to a stop. For two days the 
ai mid boat® engaged the battery, but they were 
unable to effectually silence it. A land force 
was exj>ected to co-oj>erate with the expedition, 
but, after awaiting, two days for the 

arrival of tbe infantry column, tbe boats 
were forc-cd to retire from the presence 
ol the battery and return down the river. Had

After a brief 
l-arley , tbe citizens accepted the Major’s offer, 
and at last account.® Taylor, with a aet-Achm-nt 
of bis men, was to-operating with the Home 
Guard company in guarding the place and pro- 
tecting it from the depredations of David-on’s 
cutthroats. The Union guards and the rebels 
were acting together and living in perfect har- 
mony. Walker Taylor lia® vowed vengeance 
upon the guerillas, and threatens to execute 
every one that faffs into bis hand®, it U indeed 
a sad comment upon affair when wc arc forced 
to dejend upon reliel bards for tbe protection 
of Union citizens and towns in our 8tate. 

Testimonials expressive of the popular 
gratitude 1 ave lately beer tendered to Admiral 
Farragut and Lieutenant General Grant, whose 
achievements have reflected glory upon the na- 
tion. It is now suggested that a similar testi- 
monial tie made to that illustrious captain 
Major-General George H. Thomas, who won at 
Mill Spring the first victory in the West, which 
lifted the nation’s heart, and whose recent tri- 
umph liefore Nashville closed the scries of bril- 
liant deeds that mark the annals of 'fit. Of all 
our brave leaders, none more richly deserve 
®uch a tribute than General Thoma®. Devoted 
from tbe beginning to the country’s cause, yet 
unambitious of renown, hi® career has been 
marked bv great courage and great deed®, and 
now hi® name is enduring.

<j' The atmosphere, for some days pu-t, has 
been laden ed with rumors of peace. Our tele- 
graphic column® will be found, this morning, 
quite Interesting on the subject The state- 
ments made bear marks of probability. It is 
said that the Messrs. Blair, distinguished mem- 
bers of the Republican party, and Gen. Siuglc- 
ton. a prominent Democratic politician of Illi- 
nois, have gone to Richmond on a mL.-ion de- 
voted to peace. It is announced, also, that the 1 
ril'd Ccngrc®#, in persuanee of a resolution J 
adopted by that body, has selected Mr. Oit, of ; 
South Carolina. Mr Gilmer, of North Carolina, 
and Alex. H. Stephen®, the rebel Vice-President, J 
as peace commissioners on the part of the j 
Confederacy. These prominent gentlemen, it ; 
i® inferred, are to meet for consultation upon t 
the issues of the war. Messrs. Blair and Single- ! 
ton are instructed by the authorities at Wash- 
ington to offer these terms to the rebel®, viz: 
universal amnesty ; tbe Constitution as it 5®, the - 
Union as it was : and the adoption by the in- ' 
»n r gvnt States of a system of slavery cman:Ipa- ) 
tion. 

The public eagerly devours ail item® of news 
promising the return of iieace. The people 
long to greet the d wn of better days. And 
most cordially would wc welcome reliable in- | 
telligcnce that proper ster® had been taken to- 
w ard a speedy adjustment of this struggle with- 
out shedding another drop of blood. Bat we 
fear to trust the rumors now afloat. We do not 
trust them. When, if ever, our Government 1 
shall authorize peace negotiations with the 
rebels, except through the agency of such men 
as Grant and Sherman, the ncw.'.-mongers at 
Washington w ill not so quietly be informed of | 
its instructions. 

The present situation of the rebellion, how- 
ever, as demonstrated by recent Federal success- 
es, and indicated by the Richmond press, makes 
plausible the statement that the rebel authori- 
ties are ready for negotiation. They appreciate 1 
the inevitable failure now plainly seen, if they 
longer hinge their destiny upon the fortunes of 1 
war. 

Thev have witnessed the decay, one by one, ; 
of the hopes w hich inspired them to inaugurate I 
the strife. Foreign intervention in behalf of j 
tbe South has long since ceased to be looked 
for as the herald of independence, and, now, 
the rebel® regard it, when regarding it at all, as 
the precursor of their own va*salage. King Cot- 
ton suddeuly dropped the sceptre from his ne"ve- 
le®s hand: and the very battles they fought to per- ' 
pet ii ate slavery were but so many fatal blows at ; 
the life of the institution. \*e doubt not they j 
would gladly capitulate npon the condition of 
the Union as it was. And they may do so. They I 
have but to lav' down their arm®, acknowledge ' 
the supremacy of the American Union, aud 
o' ey the laws. The loyal people of the North 
do not desire the humiliation and ruin of the 
South. They want peace, upon terms compati- ' 
ble w th the honor aud prosperity of every sec- 
tion. This they will have, whether the return- J 
ing wisdom of the rebels shall lead them back to j 
their allegiance or the dread alternative remain j 
of achieving peace by war. 

If there be anything substantial in the present ; 
rumors of p>eacc, the country will soon know it. 

In the meantime we look with confidence to 
our army and our navy. Our glorious veterans 
carry an Invincible standard, and in the wake of 
its triumphs law and order will follow. 

t3~Thc passport system lately established by 
order of Secretary Seward along our Northern 
border is the subject of considerable discussion 
in both the American and Canadian papers. 
The passport.® arc required of all who p.iss to 
and fro from the States into Canada, and was 
designed by the Secretary as a safeguard against 
reliel emissaries, who, like the St. Alban raid- 
ers, s^cek the protection of the British .‘lag to 
devise scheme® against the peace and security 
of our own citizen®. The Canadian pai>crs re- 
gard tbe passport order as a retaliatory meas- 
ure originating in motive® of revenge, and not 
in a desire to protect our frontier from rebel 
incursions. The terms of the order require 
the sum of six dollars for each passport, one 
dollar of which goes into the pocket of the 
American consul and five into the internal rev- 
enue of the United States. The C anadians 
thiuk they should profit by the example of Mr. 
Seward, and refuse permission to any American 
going in or coining out of Canada without pay- 
ing an equal amount to Canadian revenue. The 
Toronto < ilu 1 f say.®: 

We have a® good an excuse for carrvjng suit 
our plan as the Government of the United 
Plate® have for carrying out theirs. Thev wish 
to pre vent rpids: so do we. They have insti- 
tuted a passport system for the purpose. Let 
us follow their example ; let us make all the 
passports they Issue worthless, so l-.it as wc ai o 
concerned, until they have been rued bv our 
oir< nt at an equal charge to that of the United 
Stales. We may just as well make monev out 
ot the business as they. 

Since the mouth of May last. Canada ha-, ex- 
pended a million of dollars for the protection 
of her border, all of which is attribued to the 
disturbance* of a few men who have constantly 
sought to embitter the C anadian® against the 
United States. The Globe says further in the j 
same article from which v«l have abovequoted • 

But while, we trust, wc know what is due 
from Canada to (he United Stales, we also know 
what is due from the United States to Canada. 
We regard the order of Mr. Seward’s as un- 
called for, unnecessary, and useless; as an at- 
tempt to inflict injury on a people who have 
been tine to llieir engagements, and have kept 
their lailh, as tar as mortal man could do, un- 
turnblied. We ask 'or its rejieal; failing which, 
we recommend Government to take the staml 
which our honor demands. We arc quite 
prepared to accept all the consequences that 
may ensue, and are better prepared than 
the blusterers who Have so long defied 
disaster, when no disaster wa® near. 
And we tell our American neighbors, 
that, if it be any object with them at 
all to defeat the plans of the desperadoes oil 
liolh sides of the border, who would fain em- 
broil us in war. they will abstain from acts cal- 
culated to excite public sentiment against them 
hete. The “Chivalry'' were guilty of a large 
mi-take when they made their raid upon St. 
Alban® and robbed the boats on Lake Erie 
Blit Mr Seward is guilty of a blunder in the 
promulgation of his uncalled for order. A’«6- 
mit tv it, teitkvvf retaliutiim, ice would not, were 
the Republic the "almighty" nation her people 
ttftvine her to be. 

The Toronto Leader, an able and influential 
journal, but which ha® npheld the Southern 
rebellion from the beginning, urging that "the 
war against the South is unjust.” makes the ' 
following temperate lyt earnest remark® upon j 
the relations between Canada and the United j 
States: 

Our neighbor? we regard as a people whose I 
freedom Irom aggressiveness is to be purchased I 
by > pri ce which we are not willing to pay for 
it. When they can see their way clear to ai war i 
with England, there will be little time lost in 
picking out a can.®e for it, a® in the beginning of 
the century. We may as welt make up our 
mind.- to this, and lie prepared as best we can. 
There is no use in closing onr eves, after the 
manner of the ostrich, and fancying that ail i® 
security whilst the cloud is scudding overhead 
ready to burst upou us. F»fr ourselves, we 
shall, we trust, do all that cau reasonably be cx- 
peeftd of Briti-li subjects to live on term® of 
annty w ith onr neighbors; but if this cannot be 
done without truckling to them, God forbid that 
we should be found among those who act so 
or that any large number of Canadians 
shrill’d be found so untrue to the stock from 
v hich they have descended. We do not write 
there word® hastily. We mean what we say. 

We can but regard the passport order of Sec- 
retary Seward as badly advised. It can ac- 
complish no good os a means oi protection to 
our frontier, for it will not check the crossing of 
thb»> Who contemplate mischief. A thousand 
different disguises will secure their passage. 
Yet tbe border is a source of^irritatkm to our 
neighbors. The provocation is unnecessary and 
should cease. 

CsP Major General Roasseau is entitled to a 
high position among the noble sons of his 
native State. lie is a true soldier, an honest 
patriot, and a man endowed with a high order 
of genius. Kentucky is justly proud of him, 
and though in the contest for Senatorial honors 
he was defeated, the ptople of his estate love 
him none the less. Had the choice fail ’n on 
him, he would have represented the Common- 
wealth with justness and fairness, aud have 
legislated for her good aud the welfare of the 
common country. As a soldier, he has won 
many honors, and he will return to the field 
carry ing w ith him the prayers and the blessings 
of the people of Kentucky. We commend his 
sterling qualities, respect his candor, and accord 
to him a high sense of honor and a lofty patri- 
otism. The General has carved a bright histo- 
ry in tbe past, and he will add new gems to his 
course ol glory when his sword shall again be 
unsheathed at the front among the enemies of 
his country. •

gjpThe failure of (he great naval expedition 
sen. to reduce the Urts and capture Wilming- 
ton North Carolina ha® miracled unusual at- 
tention to that city * nil given to it an air op 
ui-wontcd impot tatcc. It has long been known 
a- x rebel port fot blockade-runners; and the 
rocky shove, the prevalence of sudden storms 
in ‘.he vicinity, anl the roughness of the sea— 
Tendering it impossible to station, with any de- 
late of safety, p fleet of armed vessel* off the 
ctast— have peculiarly adapted it for a port of 
this kind. Tie city ha® been of immense value 
to the rebels, and they Lave employed much 
time, skill, ’.nd lalior in fortifying every ap- 
proach to it by water. Until the attempt of 
Admiral Peter’s splendid fleet to reduce the 
works of defence and take possession of the 
bay and city was stamped with fail ure, the people 
of the Nonh gave but little attention to the sea- 
boned tow is of North Carolina, and Wilmington 
was regarled as a city of no extra importance. 
But recent operations have presented the city 
in a new ?ghl. Its fortilkatious, thus fay. have, 
proved inpregnable to naval assault®.- the mime 
has growi familiar to the reading public, and 
the cify h the subject of much speculation and 
deep thoight. To-dav Wilroiogtoa i® regarded 
as scconc in importance to Richmond, and the 
probable causes of our recent failure are w idely 
discussed. At this time a brief account of the 
liistoiy, copulation, and position of the town 
ir.av not prove unacceptable to the public. 
Cojnpared with many Western and Northern 
cities of far greater magnitude, Wilmington 
has greatcla'uns to antiquity. The Washington 
Chronicl* has an interesting article npon this 
subject, and we quote: “It was founded in the 
early part, of the last century, and was at first 
called Newton, but in 1 7"fl it took its present 
name fiom the Etrl of Wilmington. Jhc noble- 
mar. t? whom the then Governor of the pro- 
vince. Gabriel Johnston, owed his appointment. 

In 1754 the Legislature, for the first time, met 
at Wilmington; but there seems to have been 
no permanent scat of government before the 
Revoluticn, and it was alternately located at 
Edenion, Newhern, and Wilmington. The peo- 
ple of the town were not behind those of New 
Enghind in the spirit of resistance to the Stamp 
Act aid other tyrannical measures of the Brit- 
ish . Parliament. ‘Early in the year 17fio,’ 
Wheeler says, ‘the Diligence, sloop-of-war, ar- . 
rived in the Cape Fear river, with stamp paper 
for the use of the colony. Colonel John Ashe, 
of the ’ounty of New Hanover (embracing Wil- 
iviingt r n). and Colonel Waddell, of Brunswick, 
marched, at the head of the brave sons of these 
counties, to Brunswick, before which town the 
Diligence was anchored; terrified the captain so 
that no attempt was made to land the paper; 
seized the sloop-of-war's boat, hoisted it on a 
cart, fixed a mast in her, mounted a flag, and 
marched in triumph to Wilmington.? The 
whule town joined in a splendid illumination 
at eight, and the next day proceeded to the 
Governor's house and demanded of the Govern- 
or, TryoD, that he should desist from all at- 
tempts to enforce the stamp act in the province. 
They also required that he should deliver to l 
them James Houston, a member of the 
council, who had been appointed by Tryon 
etamp-iuaster for North Carolina, and who 
was an inmate of the Governor’s house. 
Tryon at first refused the demand® of 
the people, but yielded to the threat that his 
house would be burned over his head. Hous- 
ton wa® delivered up. aud was compelled by the 
people to make oath, in the market, that he 
would not attempt to execute hi.® office of stamp- 
master. He w as then released, the people gave 
three cheers, and dispersed. Wheeler justly in- 
-i.-ts that this manly defiance of tyrants by the 
people of Wilmington deserves a place in his- 
tory by the side of the Boston Tea Party. In 
July, 1774, wc learu from the same author, the 
citizens of Wilmington met and declared, in 
reference to the Boston port bill, that ‘the 
cause of Boston is the cause of America.’ 

Wilmington has always enjoyed a local im- 
portance for its West India trade, and of late 
years it has been tbe principal place in the State 
for the manufacture and shipment of turpentine. 
The harbor is by no mums equal to that ol 
Beaufort, on the coast, and at best, wo believe, 
only admits the entrance of vessels drawing ten . 
or eleven feet water. The population in lkGO 
was 9,552, of whom 5,202 were white. 573 free 
colored, and 3,777 slaves. 

Wilmington is situated on the Cape Fear, 
about thirty mile,® from its mouth. The en- 
trance to the river, a® the country has Found to 
Its eoet, is peculiarly’ favorable for blockade- 
running ; blit the shallowness of the channel 
will forever remain an almost insurmountable 
obstacle to commerce on a great scale. The 
'declaration of war by France again®t England, 
in 1744, caused attention to be drawn to the de- 
fenceless condition of tbe coast, and in the fol- 
lowing year the Legislature of the province 
authorized the construction of a fort on the 
sou tht bore, near the sea, upon which twenty- 
guns were mounted. It was named Fort John- 
ston, in honor of the Governor, andr- stiff bears 
his name, after the lapse of one hundred and 
twenty years.” 

C#rMexieoyet straggles with an uncertain 
fate. Her present condition, so far from prom- 
ising early iieace and security, is daily fraught 
with new difficulties. Some have felt that Max 
imilian, supported ia hi* scheme of empire by 
Lon is Na|*.let>n, would bring order out of chaos 
In Mexico, quiet the spirit of revolution, and. 
under a munificent government, develop the 
elalxirati* resources of her soil. But his author- 
ity has borne, thus far, all the mark* of insta- 
bility, and the constant disturbances that sur- 
round him forebode the utter failure of his enter- 
prise. Maximilian evidently does not under- 
stand tbe revolutionary spirit of Mexico. His 
mind i® imbued too deeply with the severe ex- 
actions of European government for adapta- 
tion to the erratic republicanism of the Ameri- 
can continent. It is exceedingly questionable 
whether the most astute European publicist 
could adju*t the tangled skein of Mexican pol- 
itics. 

There is in Mexico a strong normal sentiment 
of independence. Though apparently unable 
to agree upon a permanent government for 
themselves, they ate yet suspicious and jealous 
of any effort made by others to confer such a 
blessing npon them. 

Maximilian met with stern opposition when 
he entered Mexico, and he encounters the same 
to-day, though in a more exasperated form, lie 
went there at the earnest solicitation of the 
Church party, who have always been the chief 
property-holders of the country. Their prop- 
erty, however, through varied revolution®, had 
become deeply involved, and the leaders 
hoped, from promises he’d out by Maximilian, 
that under his rule, when firmly establish ed, j 
they would be enabled to regain their en- i 
cumbered wealth. But Maximilian has dis- | 
covered that the property of the Church has 
been mortgaged chiefly to European house®, | 
which be could not safely interfere with, and j 
u«w he is greatly jicrplcxcd as to how he .-hall 
save his own purse aud vet redeem his pledges j 
to tbe Church. Lately, the zeal of the Cliurt-U ! 
party, in behalf of the new Empire, has serious- 1 
lv diminished, and much support on which j 
Maximilian relied has been knocked from un- j 
der him. lie now apprehends a strong effort j 
by that party to overthrow his authority aud ! 
revive the Republic. The ranks of the malcon- 
tents ore rapidly increasing. Maximilian trem- 
bles in liis scat, while the muttering® o? a volca- 
no roll beneath him. He lias arr ived against 
him now both the people and the Church. Tae 
Imperial crown of Mexico rests upon an uneasy 
bead. 

&r\Ve learn that non. A. O. F. Nicholson, 
of Memphis, who was Governor Andiew John- 
son's colleague in the United 8taics Senate 
prior to the war, has returned to his home at 
Columbif after a long sojourn within the rebel 
lines. Mr. Nicholson, we have always under- 
stood, never gave a hearty approval to seces- 
sion. life convictions were loyal to the coun- 
try but lie lacked the moral courage to stand 
out against rebellion when his own State 
espoused it. Had his position in the U. 8. 
Senate lieen more emphatically hostile to seces- 
sion, his influence would have largely con- 
tributed to keep Tennessee out of fhe revolu- 
ticn. He has determined now to give no 
further support to the rebellion, which he re- 
gards as a hopeless cause, aud we sincerely 
trust that his heart Is- inspired anew with love 
for the old flag. In 18.50, when the jeleb- -.'ed 
disunion convention met at Nashville, A. O. I*. 
Nicholson Spoke eloquently and with marked 
ability for his country, ne graphically de- 
picted the disastrous consequences that would 
certainly. follow secession— consequences now 
sadly realized by Tennessee. We commend to 
his perusal tbe admirable speech he then made, 
for its arguments against disunion arc invinci- 
ble.

publishing that letter. V/e believe that it is 
genuine, and certainly we do not regret having 
written it. It was sent open by the way of 
Fortress Monroe and passed through the lines 
by the Federal authorities. We hurt given pe- 
cuniary aid to many Confederate prisoners who 
represented to us that the.'- were sick an<! suffer- 
ing, and we expect to give aid to more. We 
have denied no one who had served in the com- 
mand of our gallant but erring boy, r.nd who 
professed to love him, and we do not suppose 
that we shall deny any such hereafter. It takes 
not much to tout h the heart of a father, sepa- 
rated. perhaps forever, from an only child sur- 
rounded hourly by mortal perils, whether that 
child is hazarding his young life In a right or a 
wrong cause. We have never Eent, and we 
.shall never attempt to send, money to any Con- 
federate prisoner except by tbe permission and 
through the hands of the Federal officers super- 
intending the prisons. Therefore if we have 
erred or shall err in this matter, let the Federal 
authorities be beid responsible. Wc can 



in®isted that all these republics should be free 
at least from the most crying sins of injustice 
and inequality, bills of attainder, retrospective 
laws of punishment, and orders of nobility. 
They thought, that, to hare titled rank® in any 
one State, would endanger the peace aud tran- 
quility of ali the other®. 

Now the relation of master and slave is one 
highly analogous to that of noble and plebeian; 
and experience has shown that a turbulent spirit, 
dangerous to the peace of the united republic®, 
is fostered as much by tbe former as it well 
could be by the latter; and, therefore, the ;*o- 
ple, acting through their lawful organ, that is: 
a two-third majority in each house of Congress, 
and three-fourths of the 8ute Legislatures, may 
now mo.«t properly determine that the first 
clause of the tenth section of the first article of 
the Constitution shall read thus : “that no state 
shall pass any bill of attainder or ex put facto 
law, grant any title of nobility, nor recognize or 
allow any person to hold another person as his 
property.”

we have given less aid to them than to the 
Federal sick and wounded, although the 
latter are presumed to be affiong friends, 
while the former are among enemies.

Bruce, we care not how tierce and bitter their 
denunciation may be. 

With our letter to Mr. Bruce, a letter is pub- 
lished, purporting to have been written by the 
Hrtn. J. 8. Chrisman to a Dr. Marsh while we 
w ere in Richmond. In that letter we are repre- 
sented as having said that the people of Ken- 
tucky were looking with profound anxiety to 
the movement of Gen. Ibiod, and that they 
would rise up to aid h ! m if he were to enter the 
State. We are also represented to have said 
other disloyal things. Now we do not believe 
that Mr. Chrisman wrote that letter. We saw 
him but once, and then only in a pleasant in- 
terview of a single minute, and the subject of 
the rebellion was not alluded to between us. 
If he wrote what is ascribed to him, he was 
undoubtedly the victim of ml-representation 
and perversion. 

We went to Richmond with no other view 
ibiiu to see tbe son we have mentioned, and we 
did not seek, but rather avoided, as far as we 
possibly c-onld, conversatipns with politicians 
upou political subjects. Wc should have been 
willing for all the Federal and Confederate au- 
tb rities to hear every word we uttered. We 
went under parole from the two Governments, 
and we should have Veen guilty not only of 
perjury but of ingratitude to the Federal Govern- 
ment if we had said anything to its injury, as 
we should now be guilty not only of perjure but 



The Peace Mission. — Francis P. Biair's 
mission to tbe rebel capital is at present the 
! topic of much discussion. Its nature and 
objects are variously conjectured. Horace 
Greeley ha® been at Washington city within the 
; last few days, and it may be reasonably pre- 
sumed that he understands the purpose of Mr. 
Blair as fully as any one not immedUtelv con- 
nected with our national authorities. The 
Tribune of the 10th inst., which has just reached 
us, contains a double-leaded editorial on the 
| subject, which wc present to the reader. Mr. 

; Greeley says : 

“ We did not feel at liberty to state what we 
i have known for some davs with regard to Mr. 
; Francis P. Blair's second journey toward 
j Richmond; but, since other journals have 
j been permitted to receive and print telegraphic 
advices thereof from Washington, there can lie 
| no reason for withholding the truth that Mr. 
j Blair started afresh last Saturday for Richmond, 
and is probably by this time a sojourner in that 
| city. If there Vie any who wl®h to believe that 
; his sole object is the recovery of certain title- 
deed.® and other papers taken from hi® house at 
j 8ilver Spring when the rebels had temporary 
' possession of it last summer, they are at liberty 
| to do so; but we cannot share their conviction. 

; Mr. Blair certainlv lost documents on that occa- 
sion wjdch he de®ire.® to recover; but hi* visit to 
i Richmond has other and higher ends. And 
I knowing what we do of the pa-'«e® with which 
| he was provided, we cannot see how he can 
j have encountered any Impediment on either 
side oi the hostile line*.

we « ei e to divulge, to its injury, anything that 
our visit revealed to us. 

We shall not report conversation® not intend- 
ed to be reported. We met public men in Rich- 
mond not a* public men but as gentlemen. We 
did not obtrude our opinions. We generally 
chose to be silent, but we never shrank, when 
questioned, from saving anything that we had a 
clear right to say. When questions were pnt to 
us that w e had no right to answer, we referred 
to onr parole. We felt at Richmond, and, un- 
der legitimate restrictions, talked, as we have felt 
and talked at home. Wc have not h id two 
voices, one for the North, and the other for the 
South. The change of section* wrought in us 
no change of heart or soul What had seemed 
to us true and just under a Western 8kv, did n >t 
look false and unjust under a Southern one. We 
rejoiced in the brilliant successes of our coun- 
try's arm® as fervently there as we have ever 
rejoiced in them here. Probably we rejoiced 
with even tlu- greater fervor from knowing that 
our rejoicing should, for decorum's sake, be 
unspoken. 

While in the Southern Confederacy, wc spoke, 
upon all occasions, courteously, as became a 
guest, but, as we have said, we compromised no 
principle and modified no opinion. If we had 
done otherwise, we could not have looked to 
command the respect of those around us, but 
rather to be despised for sycophancy, recre-ancv, 
abjectness, mean-®piritedne*®, Cowardice. We 
spoke of tbe bravery, the generosity, the chiv- 
alry of the people of the 8oulh in no stinted 
terms, but we should have scorned to admit, 
that, in either of these qualities, they surpass 
the men of the Federal States. 

We talked as freely and a* boldly in Ki"h- 
rfiond as we ever talked here. We never 
said a word here that we were not 
willing to say there. We said that the secession 
of the Southern States was without excuse, that 
it was th« great crime or error of all the age-. 
Wc said this to all we talked with, and said it 
in the strongest language we could command. 
In every conversation we said to those we talk- 
ed with, that we aud they knew that the old 
rmWstates could never live in peace as dirided 
States; that, if division should come to be an 
established faVt, the Federal 8 tales would at 
once subdivide, every one repudiating the pub- 
lic debt; that the people of the Federal State® 
were fighting for national existence, national 
life, jui t as much as the people of the Sbuth 
thiuk that they are; and that the South, if a 
nominal peace should be made upon the basis 
of separation, could never live in peace except 
as a monarchy. 

The best men in Richmond will bear witness 
to tbe truth of what wc say. As for our sav- 
ing that the people of Kentucky would welcome 
the advent of Hood’s army, it is simply aud ab- 
solutely absurd. We volunteered once to de- 
fend Louisville, an hour after midnight, when 
oiti) sixtv-one other men could be rallied by 
the ringing of bells and the firing of cannon, 
and we will volunteer again— we swear we will 
—if the city shall be invaded and if a defesce 
shall fas o ffered,

Grant's headquarters nearly four diys without 
receiving any response ; when, supposing none 
would be made, he retraced his steps to Wash- 
ington.

These conclusively ascertained and 
definitely set before the people, we look for 
developments throughout the South, and espe- 
cially in North Carolina, which will render a 
persistence in the rebellion unavailing if not 
impossible. 

“Of cour-e, we have no knowledge of whit 
will be propo-w-d on one side or the other. The 
end we contemplate (as we observed ou a 
former occasion) will be subserved rather than 
defeated by the Confederate chiefs riding the 
high horse and in-titing on terms that are ut- 
terly, glaringly inadmissible. Hence, we shall 
be less anno' ed than many others on learning 
that Mr. Blair's mi-ion has wholly foiled, and 
that he ti returning defeated to Washington. 
We have very little hope of hearing, for the 
present, an 'thing else.” 

<g-Tli«* lev'ing by Uougress of iiolernal duties 
on tobacco is a deeply interesting subject to the 
planter® of Kentucky.

marked, branded, and numbered, the owner to 
I pay the cost of such service.

on the great constitutional amendment to pro- tu re without payment of duty, or for const! op- 



bibit slavery throughout the United -States, wc 
often hear tbe objection raised that the measure 
would be unconstitutional. Now, this is sirapiv 
absurd; for, if this amendment wa® not in con- 
flict .with the present form of the Constitution, 
it would not be an amendment at all. But a 
two-third majority of Congress, w hen backed by 
three-fourths of the State Legislatures, has the 
right to make out of the Constitution something 
else than it wa® before; and such a majority ha® 
exercised this right three time® before now. But 
Mr. Pendleton savs that such an amendment 
would be contrary’ to the spirit of the Constitu- 
tion — -just as much so as a resolution to convert 
the United States Into a monarchy — and he in- 
sist* that if all the States but Rhode I.-land 
should agree upon the latter proposition, and, 
by constitutional amendment, passed in due 
form, should engraft royalty upon the Federal 
Constitution, that Rhode Island would have the 
moral right to resist. 

Mr. Pendleton's idea seems to be this— that 
the Constitution was meant for inter-State af- 
fairs merely ; that any attempt to enlarge it so 
aa to forbid or prescribe through it any particu- 
lar internal policy to the single States, wouid be 
a complete departure from its whole scope and 
purpose. 

’’’his view is wholly unfounded. The tenth 
fcetn-u of the Constitution does already inter- 
fere in a marked degree with the internal policy 
of the State.®, in matters which apparently, at 
least, do not interest the other members of the 
Union. The first clause of this article runs 
thus: 

No State shall enter into any treaty, alliance, 
or confederation; grant letters of marque ana 



tion in payment of duty, and prescribes! fine 
of five hundred dollars ar.d imprisonment for 
one year for tampering with brand* or mark*. 
It requires return* fo be made of all manufac- 
tured tobacco in hand on ihe 1st of July next 
to the a*sl®tant assessor. Unmanufactured to- 
baceo may be removed from the place of pro- 
duction, and producers and manufacturer® may 
establish bonded warehouse®, under regulations 
prescribed by the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue, and tobacco may be withdrawn from 
warehouses, manufactured, and returned to me 
warehouse again, under similarly prescribed 
regulations. 

It also provides duty on cavendish, plug, and 
twist, ten cents; on tobacco twisted by hand, 
ten cent®; on smoking tobaceo with stems in, 
and on cut-fine shorts, five cents; on fine-cut 
chewing tobacco, ten cents; on smoking to- 
bacco made of stem®, five cents; on snuff flour, 
fifteen cent®; on snuff not pickled or scented, if 
the duty on the leaf ha® l>een paid, fifteen cants; 
on snuff prepared or pickled, forty cents, when 
no tax has been paid on leaf tobacco or snuff 
flour, of which il is made; on scrap® or refuse of 
cigars, ten dollars per thousand; on cheroot or 
cigarettes in paper wrappers, sold for uot over 
fifteen dollars per thousand including tax, five 
dollars per thousand.

b at. f>n Thur-elay. about 2 o'clock, the Fannie 
Gilbert approached Uniontown w ith order* to 
hin-1 for tome corn. Captain Ilart. A. A. Q. M. f 
fearing that the coast might tjpt lie clear, rc- 
quested Col. Glenn to furni-h s guard to send 
dow n on the faiat. This request wa* acceded 
to, and w hen tiie I >oat arrived just above Union- 
town, the Fannie G. ran in toward shore lo land 
the puani, that they might diive out any 
lurking guerilla* that might be in the 
vicinity. A* the boat ran in, the officers 
discovered three guerilla* on horseback, and 
a>«ut a do/en on foot. The colored troops, 
w bo formed the guard, becoming excited ru-b- 
ed out on the guards, and commenced firing ou 
the guerilla* before they had got in good range, 
and the rebel* skedaddled in “double quick 
time." When the boat had approached the 
whiirl a few other guerillas aj>proaehed the land- 
ing and were fired upon by the guard and one 
man and three horses were killed. Captain 
8cott, who waa on the hurricane, observing that 
the town wa* fhll of guerillas, estimated .it from 
one hundred to one hundred and fifty in num- 
ber. ordered the boat backed out, and proceed- 
ed on down to Bliawneetown. The passengers 
acted with marked coolness during the skir- 
mish. deliberately hiding themselves beneath 
and t -e-hind the piles of corn on the boat. No- 
bodv wa* hurt on the Fannie Gilbert.

The ej-ecch of Mr. Kinney vesterday, on bis 
rctoluti-'U* in favor of the abolition <>1 slavery 
or involuntary servitude, iu a constiLUti trial 
mode, by the Federal Govern :n -ut, has eli-.-iti-d 
much remark, pro and con. It wa* an able 
and we-lbrnatnred address, and no doubt em- 
bodies fhc view.* of the great majority cif wii.it 
is railed tbe radical party of Kentucky. 

In his introductory he paid a deserved eom- 
plimcnt to the loyalty of many who would op- 
p<>-e the resolutions, declaring that ho would 
enter into no crusade against ’’men whose mo- 
tive- are pure, and whose impul-up are noble, 
m< n wLo have sought and who still conseirn- 
ti- i sly are seeking to discharge every duty 
which they owe to their country, men whose 
patriotism is l-eyood all question, and whose 
*(.* ally is above all price, simplv because thev 
ix ft -eel to evidence an abmdounient of life-long 
prejudices by the subver-ion of an institution 
w 1 irh ljas been bequeathed a* an entailed legacy 
ft- tn sire to son since the inauguration of on’r 
8: ate government.” He then proceeded to a 
di-i us-ion e-f each of tbe resolniion* separatclv. 
First, bv the pecitation of the history of the 
i* ve of slavery during the war, he clcirlv 
demonstrated that all the odium which is at- 
tvi bed to the present disorganized condition of 
slave lalior is [ nq-e-lv chargeable to the rebel- 
li‘ -it. and th.it the policy whi h had be*n pur- 
si - 't by the Administration was a necessary cor- 
seqaenee of the jtersistency of treason u[>on 
tl..s i-s\ie. and that it was doubly necessary in 
order to prevent foreign intervention.

The battalion, with a 
few excej -t ions, immcdiatclv decided u|»)n going 
o’ er.to tbe cnemv, and upon capturing, or. if 
mce**Hrv. tilling their officers ThU. which 
v» a* to be done at a concerted signal, was dis- 
ci -vend in time. Seven of their number were 
shot on tbe spot, and tbe remainder hive been 
■cmardcd to tbe Federal prison.

ilia' there i* no prospeet whatever for the recall 
of ti e emancipation proclamation: that the 
North i* fully determined to prosecute the war 
and sustain the Administration, aud that, slavery 
liei!ig*alrc:uly gone, their only hope lie* in sub- 
mission in time to prevent the effects of confis- 
cation and to save their other property. He 
gore- under a pass from Mr. Lincoln himself. 

Gen. butler is at Fortress Monroe. He is, 
however, expected here iu a day or two. and, as 
l-i* order indicated, he is very much disposed to 
make war on whoever i* responsible for hi* re- 
moval. His report i* represented to be very 
able and very bitter, aud it is even intimated 
that he doe* not rtop short of open censure of 
Gen. Grant, lia ba* applied to the War Depart- 
ment for leave to pas* through Washington on 
his ** *v to Lowell, and i* waiting a reply to his 
application. 

it is understood that the Administration is 
likely to open w ar on butler on the {-ecuniarv 
question*. 

Considerable of a sensation wa* created here 
to-e’ay on tbe reception of information that H. 

S. Fiiote. laic rebel representative, was arrested 
by rebel authorities fit tees miles southwest of 
Alexandria on yesterday, while endeavoring to 
make his way with his wife to our lines. Mrs. 
Foote wa* brought to Alexandria this morning 
by onr cavalry, but her husband was taken back 
to Richmond under arrest. The former sav* 
that threats of arrest and confinement in Rich- 
mond caused them to flee North. 

The Republican has rather a strange para- 
graph, which *ays fthat fears arc entertained that 
Je ff* Davis mav deal heavily with Foote. On this 
point we are glad to learn that die Government 
ha- taken step* to prevent anvinjurv bcingdone 
the ex-member of the United States Senate. 
Should Jeff. Davis be eo ra*h a* tp take the life 
of Foote, we have not a doubt that the highest 
ret -el official in our custody would lose his life 
General Burbridge. commanding the Depart- 
ment of Kentuckv. arrived here to day under 
order* from the War Department. It i’s under 
stood that he has been sent for to consult a* to 
the -tate of affairs in Kentucky, and as to the 
poliev to !<e adopted in that -State and Tennessee. 

Official new* from the city of Mexico, tinder 
date of the 2»th of December last, ha» been re- 
ceived. The French General, Count de Hobalt. 
with 4,. Mm men and twenty-seven cannon, ad- 
vanced upon the city of Raj’acca. General Por- 
liero Diaz, who commanded the national arinv 
there, went out fo meet the French. A battle 
was fought in the town of Etta, twelve miles 
from Rajacea. Tbe French annv was repulsed 
with great loss. Three furious assaults were 
made by the French. The news of the battle 
produced in the city of Mexico very great ex- 
citement. and General Rra/.ine w.is about leav- 
ing the city, taking with him large reinforce- 
ments of men and artillery, to aid his defeated 
army. 

The Republican Generals Ortega and Eligary 
were attacking Gerila, the capital of the state 
of Miebracan. and at last accounts it was stated 
tl at the oilv had l*ccn taken by them. 

On account of the attack on that place, the 
French army in Gttadalaxara, under General 
Dimjv. moved hastily to the support of the gar- 
rison of militia, abandoning the state of Sulinda, 
and leaving only a small garrison at the capiial, 
w hich was threatened by the Republicans. 

New Tork, Jan. 14. 

The Herald's Savannah correspondent of the 
kih represents affairs iu the city quiet aud un- 
changed, and reiterates the report* of yesterday 
relative fo the movements among the citizen's 
of Georgia for reunion. Tue correspondent 
says they need confirmation. Nearly all the 
traders of Savannah had taken the oath of al- 
1< giance. Great suffering among the poor still 
c-'ininued. and fo a considerable degree among 
tl.e wealthy. , 

Gen. Sherman's entire army i* beiug reclothed 
ami equipped. 

The Tribune’s Washington special gives it as 
the opinion of an oM baud at peace negotia- 
tions that a cessation of hostilities preliminary 
to iormal negotiation* will take place within 
tLe next ten days. 

To-morrow the hand cif a new peace-maker 
.w ill tall heavily on Jeff Davis's obstinacy. It 
is understood that the President ha- declared 
that if Senator Foote is harmed by the rebels 
he will, bring live of the most di-tingui-hccl 
rebel prisoners In onr bauds to grief. Our cav- 
alry have bycn ordered to pursue Foote's cap- 
tors. 

Tbe Tribude announces the release of its cor- 
re i-ond- i.l. Mr. Richardson, who has been held 
t-v the rebels over eighteen months. 

1 he World has information from Mexico, 
continuing the previous reports of the 
successes by the Republicans over the 
Iu -1 criali-ts. In several hatilcs there was an 
uprising of the i-e-q-le, and the fresh instr-ree- 
tion was increasing. It is said the Papal 
Ntncioand Archbishops are about to leave the 
Country on account of Maximilian's manifesto 
Ce net-riling the church property. 

The Richiflond parers continue quarrelling 
over their leaders. They think Jeff Davis’s 
couree is reprehensible, Jaud also make an on 
slauglit on Kirbv Smith, who is now discovered 
to t-os-ess none of- the attributes of a great 
Get eral. 

EikmI'* failure in Tennesaie and Georgia is 
atiributed to the disgust of tbe people of those 
States for the Confederacy. None but Lee and 
Johnston appear to give satisfaction.

Gen. Single- 
ton probably reached Richmond on Friday.

Nkw York, Jan. 13. 

A very long de-patch has been received front 
the 1 tad quarters ot the army of the Potomac, 
covering the detailed official report of Butler to 
Grant of the late Wilmington expedition. It is 
luinished by the Secretary oi War General 
Butler states that after embarking his forces on '| 
irab&i-orts, he was detained from the !Uh to the 
13th of December, awaiting Porter's fl-et and 
joined the transport fleet off Cape Henrv -u the 
lltb, arriving at rendezvous off New Inlet on 
the evening of tbe 15th, where they waited till 
the' evening of the lktli, having’ the finest 
weather possible. 

On the evening of the 18th ult. Porter came to 
Beaufort to rendezvous, when the sea became 
nmgh. and on the llith wind sprung up, tnak- 
ii u it impossible to land tbe troops, and by the 
an* ice of Porter tbe troops were rendezvoused 
at Reaufott. This was necessary, as tbe trans- 
ports were coaled for ten <3a*s,'and that time 
had been then consumed. For five days the 
» Hid blew a gale, during which the transports 
Wi re coaled and watered At 4 P M. on tbe 
2!*tb when we came in sight of Fort Fisher we 
f. nnd the naval fleet hombording it, the powder- • 
vt -• cl having been exploded on the morning 
previous. 

Arrangements had been made to land the 
tr ops the next day under cover of the gun- 
t 'sfe. A.- soon a* the tire on Halt Moon and 
H-g Pt-nd Hill battitfjew had been silenced, 
v likh were up shore two or three miles above 
Fi-ber. Porter was sanguine he had silenced the 
fort. He w as then urged if that were so to run 
b- the fort into Cajie Fear, and now' and then 
tin iroops could laud aud hold back without 
fear of Iwing -belled by the reliel guniioats. 

'1 lie Tallahassee being seen in tbe rear, Butler 
ms. tied that if Porter would put his ships in 
tl i rear of the army, they could supply aero** 
tl c beach, so that at least the blockade of Wil- 
D rut cm would be thus effectual, even if thev 
c 4 not capture the fort Porter replied tbit 
she would probably be blown up bv torpedoes 
it .-lie aitempted to run by. und was reminded 
tl at the arm* laic hi lose five hundred men by 
M i assault, and his I oat would not weigh in 
balance even, in many points of view, with the 
li .esof these men. 

l’ortcr declined yoint bv and the expedition 
v :■ di prived ot that c-. ciiti.il element of success. 

A ' noon of the 25th the batteries were reported 
si Ic med. and the transports suoocsstiillv landed 
their troops. Finding, on reconnoitring, that 
tl i party lauding could hold the shore, Butler 
detet mined for the land force to attempt an as- 
s. suit. Achlcv’s brigade pushed withiu a few 
hundred yards of the fort captaring the Half 
Moon battery and its men. 

When the lire of the navy cea-ed the rebel 
parapet? were fuliv -nar.ned’, and the personal 
e- a miration bv Butler within a few hiudrcd 
fi ct oi Fisher showed it fo be well protected from 
assault by the extensive stockade bastions, fif- 
t<*n ieet high and fifteen tect wide at the west 
e tch, and that no material damage has been 
ck ue Vo tbe fort bv the navv.

Blair is not clothed with any power from our 
Government, but we infer that he is authorized 
to ascertain whether any treaty of peace is now 
attainable.

The Richmond Whig thinks the recent al- 
leged pieace mission of the two Blairs, entitled 
the United States the most impudent naliou 
that has ever had existence. 

The Charleston Courier says.* Hood has butch- 
ered his troops as recklessly- as, according to 
tbe Richmond Sentinel ever Grant did. 

The Richmond Whig prints the testimony- 
from a Sav annali clergy man, and from Gen. 1 
Way ne and Gen Beauregatd, that the reputed 
atrocities charged upon Sherman's army at 
Milledgeville are wbollv unfounded. 

Ladies of Milledgeville also write that no such 
violence was even attempted. 

The Richmond Examiner ridicules the citi- 
zens' meeting at Savannah, saving it was com- 
posed of seventeen piersons.

The Union State Convention for the purpose 
of reorganizing the civil government in Tennes- 
see assembled at the capntoi this morning. Del- 
egates were present from all parts of the State.

At Egypt, on the Mobile and Ohio Railroad. | 
a considerable force of the enemy was encouu- 1 
lereo. and a sharp light ensued, in which quite 
a number of the enemy was killed and wound- 
ed.. Five hundred prisoners were taken. 

A rebel Brigadier-General Holbon, command- 
ing, was among the killed. From Egypt the 
('ommand struck westward, crossing the MissL-

Lieut. Wilcox, of the Chickasaw battalion, 
had an interview with Gen. Thayer on the 26th 
imder a flag of trace. The reported object of 
tbe visit was to negotiate terms for the surren- 
der of his battalion to the Union forces. 

The remnant of Price’s army was at Boggv 
Depot, on Red river. Desertions were very nu- 
merous. and the whole country was tilled with 
stragglers. 

Three ordinances for immediate emanei- 
pation were introduced in the convention yes- 
terday, but, after discussion, were informally 
laid aside to allow Mr. Drake, of St. Louis, tb 
introduce bis resolution for the appointment of 
committees to whom should be referred the dit- 
Icnnt articles of the present Stale constitution. 
Alter further delate, this resolution was adopt- 
ed, and this morning tbe President appointed 
committees on toiundaries, legislation, execu- 
tive department, judicial department, education, 
internal improvement, banks, militia, scat of 
government, mode of amending the constitu- 
tion, and Uii-celianeons provisions. Each of 
these committees is to carefully examine the 
(•arts of tbe present constitution referred to 
tb« m respectively, and report to the convention 
su< Ii amendments thereto as they may consider 
expedient.

Ob Saturday morning a party of sixty Indians 
attacked tlie overland mail express coach, three 
j miles east of here, and robbed the mail express. 

I hev also attacked a mule train close bv, killing 
one man and wounding another. The troops 
at tlie military post here, numbering from fifty 
to eighty , were immediately started to the re- 
lief of the white settlers in the vicinitv, and 
drove the Indians to the Bluffs, a mile back, 
where tbe Indians were reinforced to the num- 
| ber of one thousand five hundred, and in turn 
I drove our troops back to tlie post. The Indians 
< then entered the stage station in large numbers, 
and after destroy ing all the furniture, and break- 
ing all the windows in the buildings, set them 
on fire. Tbev also destroyed a large amount of 
telegraph material. A well directed fire of 
murketry from our troops at the post soon 
drove them from tbe station. In a running 
1 light on the retreat of our troops, thirtv-five 
Indians were killed, including the principal 
chief. Nineteen soldiers and citizens were 
; killed, and a general massacre and destruction 
| of whites was only prevented by the persever- 
I an.e and bravery of our troops and an efficient 
I artillery fife. The Indians retreated in a soutii- 
erlv direction. This is by- far the most deter- 
mined invasion made by tiie Indians. 

Nhw York, Jan. 10. 

By the steamer Liberty we have Havana dates 
of the 4th. But little hews from any quarter 
had reached Havana since the last advices from 
San Domingo. Though containing nothing 
new, tbey represent the Spaniards as making 
. poor progress, and the general opinion is that 
Spain ought to abandon tbe attempted conquest 
of iba Island. The same may be said of tbe 
French in Mexico. 

Toronto, Jan. 10. 

Tbe case of Burley, one of the Lake Erie pi- 
rates, was again I>efore the court to-day. The 
original document signed by Jeff Davis was 
produced, which authorized the raid. Objec- 
tion bciug made to receiving it, tlie court ad- 
journed to Thursday to consider the objection.

The Tribune has no ex]ieetiiiion of peace as 
the immediate result ot the mission. Biair 
does not go with power to make peace, but is 
authorized to ascertain if peace is po- si life. It 
hopes their efforts vill produce a clear under- 
standing at the South til the grounds of diifer- 
et.ee of the contending parties. It thin!*- the 
end w ill be partially- gained it the rebels insist 
on terms inadmissible. 

Ttic World thinks there arr no prosqieets for 
the mission to open the w ay to responsible ne- 
gotiation. It does not look for peace till every 
experiment iu the South has lieeu tried, by m ik- 
ing foreign intervention a condition for treeing 
the slaves. It says, in judging i ■! the probabili- 
ties of peace, we abuse our own credulity, and 
look at the matter from a Southern stand- 
point. The South has more to gain by further 
resistance than by imu.'-diate submission. 

The Times hopes the report that Blair has 
gone to Richmond is not true, aud says no good 
can come of the mission. The Government has 
thus far dealt w itb the rebels only as individuals, 
and therefore only their State authorities can 
deal with tbe General Government in a move- 
ment tor peace, lt is useless to attempt to con- 
viiice Jeff Davis of the folly of the rebellion 
until understood by the Southern people. 

The Post calls Blair’s mission a fool's errand, 
and thinks pence quite near, and that it will 
come from the Southern States and the poor 
people. It say s the mi-sion to Richmond will 
enable tlie ret«el leaders to tell tbeir people th-rt^ 
the United States are tired of war, and anxious* 
for a cessation of hostilities. It considers Grant, 
Sherman, Shei idan, Thomas, and Farragut the 
tiest peace makers 

Tbe Tribune publishes a letter from Rock 
Ii-feud, denying the recent charge of the bad 
treatment of the rebel prisoners. It says 
prisoners have exactly the .same as our own 
soldiers. 

The Times editorially thinks that Thomas 
w ill probably make a march southward trom 
Florence through to Alabama aud Mississippi 
similar to Sherman’s 

The Commercial Advertiser has an editorial 
on the removal of General Butler, and reviews 
his military career on the James river and at 
Fort Fisher. It pays a compliment to his ad- 
ministrative ability, but considers him a failure 
a* a military leader. It enumerates his failures, 
but thinks he has acted to the best of his 
knowledge, aud hopes the Government will 
place him in a situation better adapted to him 

The Post's Washington letter says: The Navy 
Department has taken great ttains to prevent 
the export of anthracite coal, which blockade- 
runners desire, as they are discovered by the 
smoke of other kinds. Latelv a ship, with a 
cargo, put into St. Thomas, and sold the cargo, 
which was bought by blockade-runners, a"nd 
«nt to Nassau. 

A quarrel bas sprung up between Jeff Davis 
and Governor Clark, of Mississippi, in re- 
gard to State Li oops lately called out bv Gov. 
Oppase Davidson’s raids. Davis insisted and 
demanded that these troop's were turned over to 
the Con federate Government. Clark refuses to 
comply, and says be is determined t « command 
and control them as Commander-in-Chief of the 
Mississippi militia. Gov. Yates also disputes 
Davis’s right to decide who are exempts in 
Alabama, and in reply, says that ministers, 
diuggists, aud the press be considered exempt. 

New York, Jan. 10. 

Late rebel newspapers contain an interesting 
and detailed narrative of the late Union raid of 
Generals Stoneman, Burbridge, and Gillera in 
Eastern Tennessee and Western Virginia, and so 
damaging to the enemy in the destruction of 
salt and lead wiirks and a vast amount of other 
property, though an effort is made to represent 
the sxtent of injury as much less than it really is. 
It cannot avoid acknowledging that it was very 
great, and derives some consolation from the 
fact as the Yankees have now done all the harm 
in that region they are capable. 

The reto-J Senate on the 6th instant adopted a 
resolution of thanks to their Indian allies of 
the Cherokee nation. 

The Richmond papers are Still indulging in 
glorification* over the failure of the expedition 
against WilmiDgton. Butler is said to be still 
alive and in a place of securitv, and his earlv 
recovery is anticipated. 

In tlie sharp discussion now going on between 
the rcl>el newsraiiers. in which Jeff Davis is 
meddling, is charged a* the cause of all their 
recent disasters; some of them in their defence 
assail Gen. Lee as the Marplot. 

The Herald’s Army of the James correspond- 
ent Fay s: All in camp, except the General him- 
Fell. appear greatly snrpri-ed at his removal. 
If it was cansed by tne Wilmington failure, it 
w as inquired why it wa* not sooner made The 
answer to this was that Geueral Ord, wh*' tem- 
porarily succeeds General Butler, was absent, 
aud the authorities only awaited his return. 

General Butler received tae order about half- 
past eleven, o’clock Sunday forenoon, and be- 
fore three o'clock P. M. had made all his fare- 
well preparations, turned over the armv to his 
successor, and taken his departure for the 
North. 

Tlie ITerald's Shennodah correspondent savs 
the inhabitants are suffering from the scarcity 
of food, and that the rebel -troops are quartered 
upon them, rendering their condition still more 
del durable.

amending tbe revenue laws, providing for the 
supjiort of indigent families of soldiers, clothing 
for Alabama soldiers who are prisoners, and for 
deficiencies in the Treasury. 



The two Houses could not agree upon a 
Militia Bill, and name was passed. The Senate 
w as in favor of a sweeping bill, while the House 
insisted on certain exemptions. Joint Resolu- 
tions were adopted and the reconstructions 
were passed. 

The Sentinel contains an account of a rel>cl 
cavalry expedition in Southwestern Virginia, 
where, it save, the people generally are disloyal, 
and the mountain passes are infested with bush- 
whackers and swamp dragoons.

A Washington despatch savs that Secretary 
Fessenden has asked a modification of the law 
so as to allow him to issue two thousand mil- 
lions more of the 7-20 bonds. 

The vote <>n the constitutional amendment 
hill will lie postponed for several days to allow 
lull discussion. 

The Herald’s Washington ”de*patch savs: A 
leading peace Democrat, who has taken a 
prominent part in the pe»ce movements during 
the fete election, and whose personal relations 
w ith the President have tieen very friendly, has 
gone to Richmond, and will be probably beard 
of there soon. • 

The Lower House of the rebel Congress has 
been engaged for several days in discussing the 
question of the consolidation of the armv. It 
appears to lie generally admitted by rebel Con- 
gicssmen that a necessity for consolidation 
exists, but the debate on the adoption of the 
plati is a perfect hitch in regard to the question 
whether the officers for consolidated organiza- 
tions shall be elected by the men or bv G-neral 
Lee. 

Mr. Miles, of 8uith Carolina, backed by 
rabid fire-eaters, favors the movement to make 
Lee dictator by giving him full power to ap- 
point officers for the entire army. The move- 
ment was opposed by other members, who fa- 
vor opposition. 

Washington, Jan. 11. 

SENATE. 

Vice-President Hamlin in tbe chair. 

A petition to increase the pav of army officers 
was presented, and referred to the Military Com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Doolittle presented a memorial from the 
Chamber of Commerce of Milwaukee on the 
subject of canal navigation around the falls of 
Niagara. Referred to the Committee od Mili- 
tary Affairs. 

Mr. Clark presented a petition from citizens 
of Virginia, asking that a Territorial Govern- 
ment be substituted for the present State Gov- 
ern went. 

Mr. Grimes called up the House bill to ad- 
vance the line officers of the navy- fifty nutn- 
beis in rank for special merit. Pa-sed. ’ 

Mr. Van Winkle called up the bill to reim- 
burse the Adams Express Company for losses 
sustained by the sinking of a steamer at New 
Orleans, having on board a safe containing 
Government treasury notes. After some di-I- 
ciirsiou, it w as referred to the Committee on 
Claims. 

A resolution to repeal the Reciprocity treaty 
w as then taken up. 

Mr Hale was sorry the Senate contemplated 
the repeal of the treaty. He regarded it as a 
step in the wrong direction The treatv had 
been productive of good to both parties, and to 
repeal it could effect no good. If the object of 
repealing it was to benefit our commercial or 
financial interest, be wouldn’t object. 

Mr. Hale read a statement from a letter of the 
Secretary of the Treasury to show that unless 
« >pera lions of treaty- exports to Canada had been 
increased in a few years from $600,000 to 
to $2,500,000, free goods and dutv pa' ing had 
been increased. He had been toid Canada had 
altered the tariff so as to make it burdensome 
to onr commerce. Rates had not risen more 
than 2 per cent and in the last few vears they 
had decreased. In 1«61 thev were 19 per cent 
only a half per cent larger than in 1850. The 
statement that there had been unfair ail vant- 
ages taken on way duties was therefore a mis- 
take. In 1853 exports to Canada were 
$6,000,000; in 1854 $15.000 000; in 1856 
$22,000,000, and 1863 $28,000,000. Imports 
had inert ased from $490,000 to $20,000,000. 

Mr. Hale was sorry that the Senate was about 
to act so soon on this matter. The Chamber of 
Commerce of New York had taken the matter 
imder consideration, and would report. He un- 
der-tood that the Chamber of Commerce of 
Chicago was adverse to tbe repeal of the treaty. 
He thought we ought not to strike a 
blow at commerce when we needed the sinews 
of war so much. In conclusion he said the ab- 
rogation of tbe treaty would be regarded by 
Canada and England as a retaliation for the 
wrongs which the i>eople of the United States 
rightly imagined tbey had sustained. But he 
was sure the people of Canada were willing now 
to do an' tbiDg they could to repair the wrongs 
that had been done and to prevent their repeti- 
tion. He tielieved it would strengthen the re- 
hellion and weaken the Union cause to repeat 
the treatv. 8uppose it true that the repeal of 
the treaty would Impoverish Canada, he didn’t 
believe it would be wise to do so. We ought to 
with our neighbors rich and prosperous and 
enterprising, able to buy from the United States 
and help our enemies. In reducing them to 
{■overty we would injure ourselves. But he had 
no hope of preventing the passage of the reso- 
lution. This was the time when men took 



counsel from the p-osion* rather th in from t’ae 
welfare t l ti e country . The treaty had liecn 
wi.-e and salutary, ami under it commerce had 
grown up and improved. Until some gentle- 
man could point out some injury that had been 
done, hi- hoped the Senate would pause. He 
ho] etl (lit* merchants of V w York would have 
an opportunity to he heard on the subject. 

Mr._ Sumner sahl the Reciprocity treaty has a 
beautiful name. It suggests at once equality, 
exchange, anti security, and it is because it was 
supposed this treatv was originally accepted hv 
the people of the United States. ’ If, however, 
it shall appear that while organizing exchange 
it forge;.- equality and equity in any essential 
respect, there inurt he a modification in con- 
formity with just principles. I mean to be 
brief, but hope, though brief, to make the 
proper. conclusion apparent. The treaty may 
be seen under four different heads. It concerns 
fisheries, navigation of the St. Lawrence, the 
British Possessions, and the revenue of the 
United States. Tlie fisheries have been a source 
ot anxiety through our history. Even from the 
beginning, and for several years previous to the 
Reciprocity treaty, they had been the occasion 
of much trouble, verging at times to positive 
outbreaks,. This is plain advantage wtiich can- 
not be denied; but as far as l have been able to 
examine, I don t find any further evidence show 
ing the value of the treaty in this connection, 
while opinions, even among those most interest- 
ed ip fisheries, are divided. There are partisans 
for it in Gloucester. Mass., and parti -an*- for it in 
Maine. If the treaty related exclusively to fish- 
eries, I should not he willing to touch it; hut 
the pi actical question fe whether the seeming 
advantage in this respect is suffi *ient to coun- 
terbalance the disadvantage in other respects. 
Next conies the navigation of the St. Lawrence; 
but this plausible concession has proved to be 
1 but little more than a name. It appears that, 
during the first six years of the treatv only forty 
American ve-sels, containing 12,530 tons passed 
through the St. Lawrence and during the same 
time only nineteen ve-sels, containing 5.446 
tous, returned by the same open highwav. 
These are very pretty amounts, when we had 
on the lakes a commerce of fifty -eight millions, 
or when we consider the earning trade be- 
tween the United States and British Provinces. 
Take the year lsj* to ’62, inclusive, and we 
shall find that, during this period, the shipping 
of the United States which cleared for the 
British Provinces was ten million tons, 
and the foreign shipping which cleared during 
tlie same period was seven million tons, while 
the shipping oftbe United States which entered 
at our custom-houses from the British Provinces 
was 10,000,000 tons, and foreign shipping which 
entered was 04.555,420. I mention the.se things 
by wav of contrast in comparison with these 
grand movements. The business which we 
nave been able to do on thtqSi. Lawrence seems 
to be trivial; it need not be considered as an ele- 
ment in the present discussion. Treaty may be 
seen next in bearing on commerce, between the 
two countries. This has increased immensely 
bnt it is difficult to see how much thi» increase 
is due to treaty and how much natural growth, 
population, and facilities of transportation in 
i«oth countries. There, also, railroads furnish 
piompt and constant communication which 
have gone into sueeessful operation since the 
treat/. In three years immediately pro- 
ceeding the treaty the total exports to 
Canada were $18,216,518, and the total imports 
$22,588,577, being of exports and imports in 
the proportion of PM) to,46 in ten years of treatv; 
the total exports to Canada and the British 
Provinces were $226,350, 932; the total imports 
were $2,003, 997,862. According to these 

amounts the exports were in proportion of 100 
to 78. The total exports to Canada in three 
years were $$31,866,865, and the total imports 
were $6,587,674, lieing in proportion of PH) to 
57, while the ex]>orts to Canada alone during 
tbe ten y ears of the treatv were $176 371,911, 
and the total imports $161,474,347, being in 
proportion of looto 97. I present these tables 
to lay before you tbe extent and nalu eof the 
change in commerce between the two countries. 
In tbe view which I take it is not improper to 
consider the much debated question as to the 
effect of difference between our exports and im- 
ports, involving, as it does, the whole question 
of the balance of trade. The Reciprocity treaty 
caimot be maintained or overturned on au’v 
contested principle of political economy. I 
come in the last place to the influence of the 
treaty on the revenue of the country, and here 
the Custom-house is our principal witness, and 
means of determining this question will be 
tound in authentic tables published from titne to 
tima in the reports of the treaty, and especiallv 
iu tlie report made to Congress at this session, 
which I have in my hands. Looking at these 
letters, we find certain unanswerable points. 
From an estimate founded on the trade before 
the treaty, it appears, that, if no treaty had been 
made, and trade had increased iiithe same ratio 
as tiefore tlie treatv, Cauada would have paid 
the United States in ten years of the treaty at 
least $16,373,800, of which she has been reliev- 
ed. This sum has actually- been lost to tne 
United Slates. In return, Canada has given up 
$2. 65(),890, heing the amount it would collected 
it no treaty had been made. There is a vast 
disproportion to our detriment. After further 
rt nmrksT Mr. Sumner quoted the report of the 
Secretary of the Treasury showing that the 
treatv had released from duty a total sum of 
$42,333,257 in vaiu6 of goods of panada more 
than of goods the produc t of. the U nited States. 
From these various considerations, it was clear 
that the revenue of the United States hud suf- 
fered by this treaty-, and that in this important 
particular its advantages had not been equally 
shared by the two .countries. 

Mr. Howe spoke" against the repeal, and Sher- 
man and Collamer in favor of it. 

Pending the consideration of the resolution 
the Senate adjourned.

The rebels made another attack on our picket 
line this morning just before dav, and captured 
a few of our men on the right of the 2d division. 
Tbe morning was very dark, and the attacking 
|nrty approached cautiously behind the abetls 
till Dear the line ol pickets before they were 
aware of tbeir coming. Our men fired their 
pieces and ran back toward tho reserve, but the 
rebels were so close to tli m, and being dressed 
iu our uuitoim, they could not be distinguished 
from our own, aud consequently were not fired 
on as they would The rebels retreated, taking 
nine men with them. The object of the rebels 
seemed to be to obtain food »ud clothing, as 
they at once demanded the knapsacks and 
blankets of our soldiers, only a few of which 
they got, however. Our men" go on picket for 
twenty -fonr hours, and only carry one day’s 
rations with them, taking no knapsakes or 
blankets On other parts of the line all i» 
quiet. The weather has changed from verv

The Late Rebel Invasion of Elizabeth- | 
town. — T he commander of the rebel force waa 
Rev. Pres. Williams, of Hardin county. He 
left that county last September, and his com- 
mand was composed almost entirely of doffed 
men of the Federal army from Hardin and 
Meade counties. The troops captured by the 
rebels on the 2d Inst, at Big Springs numbered 
uinetv-one colored soldiers, and three commis- 
sioned officers of company L, 12th U. S heavy 
artillery, whose names are Lieut. Love, Lieut. 
Kurist, aud Lieut. Blaisdell. As we have pre- 
viously stated, the rebels came in with a flag of 
truce, for the purpose of delivering the prison- 
ers, and agreed to res pec* private property, 
which they did, will* the exception of taking 
seven horses from H. B. Helm. The rebel force 
numbered fifty men. No Federal force was at 
Elizabethtown except a few men who were 
guarding the bridge. The rebels captured from 
our forces at Big Springs, Kv., ninety stanf of 
arms, six thousand rounds of ammunition, and 
three transportation wagons. The rebel force 
at Big Springs, Hardinsburg, and vicinity, is es- 
timated at one thousand. ,

Prohibitory Duties. — Hunt's Merchants' 
Magazine, for January, contains the following: 
Experience is revealing the many crude an<\ 
absurd provisions of the present tariff act, . 
•vlierehy tlie revenue of the country is dimin- 
ished rather than increased. 

Take the article of spool-cotton, for example. 
Sel cting this article as one. sttlelv of foreign 
manufacture, our legislators have thought no 
duty too high. The present specific and ad 
rah, rent duties amoudt to about sixty per ceut 
of the foreign cost, and are so arranged that, on 
a return to lower prices for raw cotton, thev 
will amount to a tax of at least seventy-five per 
eeiit — one altogether prohibitory. 

The protection incidentally given to a few 
New England spinners, at the expense of the 
Ur ited States revenue, is enormous, the taxes 
paid bv them, in currency, being only one tenth ’ 
part of those levied on the foreign spinners. 
The internal tax Lvflve per cent in currency, a 
fax which produces from five to six cents per 
dozen, at this time, and which will not yield 
more than two and one-quarter cents a dozen at 
the ordinary prices of spool cotton. The duty 
on foreign ihread ranges from twenty-four tb 
twenty-six cents per dozen, according tb quatitv, 
and is payable in gold. When gold can be 
Itought at a premium of 225, this is equal to 
54(360 c per dozeu in curreucv. Since the tariff 
act went into effect, the fluctuations in the 
price of specie have made the dutv, at times, 
equal to seventy-four cents in currency, against 
an average tax of six cents on the domestic 
article. 

The consequence is an enormous falling off in 
the imports, and consequent specie revenue, 
raised 'from duties on sptiol cotton, which, for 
many years, has been upward of $300,000 in 
coin, at the port of New York aloue, and which, 
for tbe past two years, has been $500,000 per 
annum. It is absurd t* suppose that a domes- 
tic tax of only six cents per dozen in currency 
will make up "this deficiency, even if the entire 
trade could be transferred to New Eugland. 

Already the general bulk of the importations 
of this article have been largely diminished un- 
t.er successive advances of duty, and since the 
lo t Tariff Act went into effect they have almost 
teased. The great and sudden reduction of 
imports for the current year cannot be attribu- 
ted to excessive importations prior to the pas- 
sage of the act, since the imports of 1864 were 
verv nearly tlie same as those of the tf 0 pre- 
ceding years. The true explanation is to be 
found in the losses which foreign spinners are 
now suffering, in their attempts to confeud 
against these heavy odds, whereby importation 
is stopped. The duty has passed the point at 
which tbe article will yield revenue. 

The annexed tables are token from the reports 
published weekly by tbe New York Customs, 
and are approximately correct, no official state- 
ment of revenue from spool-cotton being ac- 
cessible. As regards the quantities imported at 
die port of New York— the figures are official, 
the dutv for each rear being A**ssed according 
to tbe Tariff Act then in operation :
